The pines, hemlocks and spruces 
float easily and this facilitates trans¬ 
portation to the mllle They are 
beuled by bobslede or sent by flume or 
chute te a stream or lake snd floated 
to tho mills. Maples, beeches and 
birches will vary often sink, which ne¬ 
cessitates artificial means of transpor¬ 
tation each ss motortrucks, tractors 
and railroad^ or expensive rafting. 
Bren where each costly transport Is 
required for softwoods tho greeter 
value of tho product has made lumber¬ 
ing profitable. But with hardwood this 
type of logging Is too expensive except 
where the hardwoods are especially 
flue and the demand Is good with a 
near market. 

Hi* dwindling supply of softwood 
timber la making It mors profltabl# te 
plant evergreen trees than aver before, 
says the college. Today many hard¬ 
wood forests snd farm woodlots ere 
being converted to the more valuable 
softwoods. It often pays pn such wood- 
lota to girdle unmerchantable hard¬ 
wood trees so the undergrowth of soft¬ 
woods thet bare been artlflctslly plant¬ 
ed or naturally reseeded will not be re¬ 
tarded by the shade of their older 
hardwoods. By cutting the bark 
around the hardwood trees, their foli¬ 
age will disappear and tha trees will 
die, thus allowing enough light to fall 
upon the young softwoods to give them 
their natural rate of growth.

Sion of Coleridge described quite accu¬ 
rately the situation at Grand Canyon, 
where an abundance of clear water 
may be aeen rushing down the Colo- 
ra<ip river In the depths of the canyon, 
but beyond reecb of visitors and resi¬ 
dents of the village Itself. 

All the water uaed at the canyon ia 
hauled In by the Santa Fa, and la ob¬ 
tained from Jack Smith and Flagstaff 
springs, which are about nineteen 
miles north of Flagstaff, Arts This 
cold spring water has Its origin In the 
snows at the top of the 8an Francisco 
peaks, and la absolutely free from con¬ 
tamination. It Is carried from the 
■prlngs to a 50.000,000-gallon reservoir 
about seven miles north of Flagstaff, 
whence It Is conveyed by pipe lines to 
the station. Steel tank cars of 10.000- 
gallon capacity each are used In trans¬ 
porting the water from Flagstaff to 
the canyon, tbe ordinary needs requir¬ 
ing ten carloads of water dally. 

This means that the Santa Fe hauls 
approximately 100,000 gal Inna At fresh 
spring water from Flagstaff to Qrand 
Canyon, a distance of DO miles, each 
day. 

Numerous Investigations and surveys 
have been conducted with a view to 
utilising the clear water so abundantly 
available at the bottom of the canyon, 
but so far no feasible method of doing 
this has been found.—Santa Fe Maga- 
tlne.. —

Road s Built 2,000 Yeare 

The Roman empire was Intersected 
by roads, constructed principally be¬ 
tween the Second and Fourth cepturles 
after Christ These highways varied 
in wMth from eight to fifteen feet, 
and were almost universally built In 
rtralght lines without regard to grade, 
probably because the uae of beasts of 
burden as the chief means of transport 
made tha preservation of the level an 
affair of minor Importance. Soldiers, 
■larea and criminal! were employed 
In the construction of these highways, 
the durability of which Is shown by 
the fact that. In some cases, they have 
sustained the traffic of 2,000 years 
wltliout material Injury. 

The Roman forum la said to fnivs 
been the point of convergence of 24 
roads, which, with branches, had a to¬ 
tal length of 52.004 Roman miles. The 
Romans sre said to have learned the 
art of road hnlldlng from the Oar- 
tbagtnlana.—Adventure Magazine.
